Two forces have worked side by side in 
the development on our shores of what the 
world is beginning to call the American 
Idea, but what should rather be called the 
Christian Idea. These forces are civil and 
ecclesiastical, the State andthe Church. In 
other lands these powerful organisms have 
usually operated against the fundamental 
doctrine and purpose of Christ in his earthly 
ends and aims. The Church may have set 
forth more or less faithfully the conditions 
of future salvation ; it has but feebly devoted 
itself to the almost equal task of the social 
and civil development of the race on the 
earth. Whatever has been accomplished in 
these directions has been indirect and acci- 
dental rather than avowed and intentional. 

In America it is otherwise. At the begin- 
ning the two great powers were united to 
elevate man on the earth. They sought 
the establishment of the rights and the 
enlargement of the privileges of hum an- 
ity. They have struggled with more or less 
faithfulness ever toward tlis end. ‘What. 
ever of timidity either of them may at times 
have shown, whatever of lull in their enthu- 
siasm, or of backward eddy in their current, 
their general moyement has been steadily 
onward. They alike protested against 
slavery in the days of revolutionary’ vision ; 
they both alike fell into partial complicity 
and éntire subservience to it in the subse- 
quent generation; they alike awoke from 
their shumbers under the warning cries of 
the great reformeys of this age, and gradually 
but steadily advanced to their side and com- 
pleted the work to which they had been so 
earnestly summoned. 

As the Church and State in the North 
have kept equal step in this path of duty 
and glory, so have their counterparts in the 
South been equally faithful in the opposite 
direction. The Southern Church, of alj 


than folly, if their relation to a petfect re- 
construction is kept in view. How prepos- 
terous is it to call a school or church colored, 
many of whose members are as white as 
their Northern teachers or predtffefs, as 
their white fathers, brothers, and sisters ? 
Young men waited on us at the Stacey 
House and elsewhere, as white asthe land- 
lord or his guests, who were called negroes.

How much wiser to simply call our schools 
and churches by no opprobrious epithets,and 
feel and declare that what we have ‘fon to 
our banners are the nucleiof our future. Let 
us proclaim that around tlese centers our 
churches and colleges must grow, and not 
that they are temporary makeshifts—mere 
landing places of our cause, to be abandoned 
as soon as better locations in higher social 
regions can be obtained. 

This Northern error will soon be cured 
by the zeal of the Southern Church, 2s well 
as by the independence of the colored. peo- 
ple themselves, Iwas informed by a min- 
ister having cbherge of geveral colored 
churches established by a Northern ehurch 
that this distinction must soon cease, or the 
colored people will withdraw altogether 
from such communions.

He has a stiff dack-bone on 
every hard-fought question of moral re- 
form. Just read the diary of William Wil- 
berforce, or the lives of Thomas Chalmers, 
or John Wesley or Lyman Beecher, or Jo- 
seph John Gurney, if you want to see the 
athletic movement and majestic tread of a 
strong-limbed Christian in full activity.

, I pesume the train of thought introduced 

‘at our last communion Sunday—the first 
jafter my return—that I may discuss the 
‘pubject-matter of it in new relations. The 
‘theme itself is as large as life, and as wide 
vas eternal life, and will afford unquestion- 
Bble material for many re-introductions. 

The domestic side of Christ's character 
has been but very little dwelt upon. There 
‘are in the New Testament records of single 
‘geenes and traits which reveal far more of 
the internal, domestic life of Christ than 
"would seem upon the surface to be made 
‘known to us. His home-life, strictly speak- 
‘ing, we know very little of His life of 
affection gleams out contioually. Love was 
‘the prominent influence in the disciple 
and. By that more than by reason he 
theld his followers to him. Wherever he 
‘came, there was soon developed a tendency 
“to love among those that listened to his 
words. That is, his nature quickened that 
part of their nature by which they loved. 

In the scene which we have selected is 
developed, in a remarkable manner, the 
doctrines of the higher ground of loving. 
“While discoursing he was interrupted by 

his mother and brethren; and here only, [ 
think, we have an intimation that Christ 
had asistcr. It is not asserted, and it is 
not certain ; but his reply makes it at least 
probable—or why should he in speaking of 
that group that were waiting for him have 
mentioned the name of sister? The most 
deeply interesting thoughts arise as to the 
nature of his love, and as to the terms of 
endearment and the habits of intercourse 
and of intimacy which existed between him 
and his mother; between him and his 
“prethren, and his sister—if he had a sister; 
‘between him and his disciple-band; be- 
tween him and that outward and more 
loosely connected band of followers; and 
‘between him and those holy women whose 
mages were, at least for a portion of his 
Rife, his only means of support. We can 
only suspect what they were. Nothing is 
plainly stated concerning them. 
It was peculiar to Christ’s teaching that 
he developed the highest truths from the 
,©ommonest events. His mind perceived 
“the unity of creation. He instantly traced 
the filament by which the smallest thing 
run up and joined the very center. As by 
merves every pore and every particle of 
akin is connected with the great sentient 
cerebral center in the human body, so every 
Bingle event that takes place in connection 
‘with man has its termination in the Eternal. 
Therefore it was Christ’s way to mount 
frem the most inconspicuous and unimport- 
ant events and happenings to the very 
highest range of being, and to truths relat- 
Ing to man in his highest range. He does 
mot declare that the affections, which are 
accidental, which spring up by juxtaposi- 
tion in the family, which may or may not 
be suited best to call out our reciprocal love, 
which are but a lower form, a mere begin- 
ning, of that larger love which is absolute, 
and may belong to all, always—he does 
not declare that these ure unworthy of our 
regard ; but, takiag them as things admitted 
to be eminent in excellence, aud beauty, 
and sweetness, and power, he opens to the 
thoughts of men, if indistinctly, yet unques- 
tionably, the doctrine that there is a higher 
sphere and a nobler friendship. 
1. The lower forms of triendship are 
rude, brief, and sleaderly fruitful. The 
lowest is instinct, or what may be called 
nourishing bodily jriendship. It is the yearn- 
ing of one toward anotier, without any of- 
fices of reason interposed. Tire whole ani- 
mal creation show this development. It is 
ealled the parental instinct, The fiercest 
creatures love their young; but it is the 
love of the udder, and not of the heart. It

when men are in full manhood, that which 
comes latest, if it comes at all, takes preced- 
ence of all others, and governs all others. 
Men stumble, therefore, in their use of the 
be nature 3 _ none — os those 
who justi w and selfish loves, y saying 
that nan are natural, Nature means, no’ 
what man just begun is, but what he is 
when finished. No one can safely say that 
a thing is natural till he gets the — 
tions, gradations, and connections, looking 
from the highest point downward to the 
end; and no man can say that it is natural 
to love as the beast loves, speaking of man, 
except one that is ignorant of what man is. 
That is natural which completes the whole 
divine idea of the structure of man. And 
the whole divine idea is, that, while in point 
of time we begin to love lowest, by steady 
growth we learn to love by higher and 
higher interspherings, till at last our whole 
being—the reason, the imagination, and the 
religious clements—enters into that part of 
man which constitutes the distinguishing 
and discriminating clement of love. And 
that is natural which comes last—not that 
which comes first. That is the truest nature 
which discloses the whole, wrought out ; 
and not that which gives the germ, the un- 
developed seed. And that is natural love 
which loves most like God, and which is 
the most comprehensive. 

Love, theréfore, is, in its first beginnings, 
but a seed planted; and he that thinks its 
first disclosures are the highest, is like one 
that should think, when the seed was sown, 
that the reaping-time had come, before 
growth had multiplied ita hundred fold. It 
begins low. In the flesh it is secular, nar- 
row, intense it may be, but selfish, and with- 
out grace, without vanety, and without 
such beauty as belongs to its fully disclosed 
state, and certainly without enduring quali- 
ties—those qualities which are enumerated 
in the 18th of Corinthians, and which we 
shall possess when we know as we are 
known, 

II. It is the duty, and the interest as well 
of all men to develop out of cach stage of 
affection a higher one, or else they outgrow 
love. On earth there is nothing more beau- 
tiful than the first breaking of the ground of 
young, strong, new, pure love. No flower 
that ever blossomed, however fair; no fra- 
grance that any flower ever emitted, how- 
ever sweet; no bravery of the sky; no 
witchery of art; nothing that man ever in- 
vented or imagined, is to be compared with 
the hours of dawning love in the youn 
soul. And it ig a shame that men shoul 
be taught to be ashamed of that which is 
the prophecy of their highest being and 
glory. Alas, that it should live mostly in 
its dawning! Alas, that it should ever 
perish in the using! Alas, that men should 
not know that to endure it must rise higher 
and higher, since it is only by growing into 
its full and later disclosures that it may be 
saved from quick mortality. It must grow 
or die; for that which suffices fora begin- 
ning is not enough for all, and for all time. 
Love, therefore, should be a school-mas- 
ter, carrying its pupils up from room to 
mind. As the lower begins first, it ends 
first. The higher, beginning latest, lasts 
the longest.

In this age, and in the 
present state of society, we are circum- 
scribed, and may not move out of that nar- 
row sphere which both morals and neces- 
sity have sanctified and dignified by the 
name of household ; but when we come to 
higher relations, and are grown, and puri- 
fied, and intensified, and augmented, then 
we shall recognize everybody as a brother 
that is joined to us in Christ. Then we 
shall go up and down through the world 
saying, not “ He is my brother that has my 
father’s blood in him;” but, “He is my 
brother that has my Heavenly Father's 
blood in him.” Not he that was born under 
the same roof with me, but he that was 
born again under the crystal dome with me, 
is my blood-kindred. 
Beginning at the bottom are the connec- 
tions which we form and the spe pong 
which we hold in the lower part of our life, 
and by which we are circumscribed and 
confined; but as we rise higher and higher 
in the scale of being, and become more and 
more like God, more and more our boughs 
stretch out and interlock with neighboring 
boughs. As the vine creeps up from story 
to story on the house, and covers the roof, 
so the heart covers with its creepers and 
foliage the household on earth. 
It is this larger relation, then, which is the 
conclusion and harmony and perfect devel- 
opment of these lower elements, that is to 
bring us into sympathy with each other, and 
with all the church of God upon earth and 
in heaven. 
Now, if this be true; if we belong to 
those that are like Christ, and if they belong 
to us, it brings us back to the musings of 
that old father-prophet of the Greeks, 
Plato. What is called Platonic love has 
been very much misunderstood and very 
much ridiculed. It is supposed to be a cold 
fervor of mere intellect. It is supposed to 
be the action of taste upon taste, thought 
upon thought. It is supposed to be the 
power of loving without emotion or pas- 
sion. I think that which was in Plato’s 
mind was this true Christian notion of love 
when the whole being was developed, and 
there came in the higher relations of thought- 
love and moral-sentiment affection, and 
there came to be a sense of this universal 
relationship of men. We grow together as 
we w toward God. Great truth was 
rophesied here, rather than disclosed. 
There is no such thing as Platonic love, in the 
ordinary sense of the term. Beauty and 
symmetry no more make love than ice- 
crystals make summer. They lie contigu- 
ous; they catch and reflect into each other 
the light; they are indeed fair to the eye; 
but there is neither life in them nor materi: 
of life. There may be coldness death 
in beauty. And so it is hot possfble to love 
by the mere reason. But when we take the 
true Christian doctrine, the doctrine of 
Scripture, and look into human life, love 
means the whole being, beginning low and 
rising higher and _ higher, till its branches 
stand in perpetual sunlight, and bear blos- 
soms that delight the eye, and fruit that is 
sweet and wholesome, and leaves that are 
for the healing of the nations. 
The higher faculties of man need conver- 
sion far more than the lower ones. It may 
surprise ye to hear me sayjt—if you fate 
surprised to hear me say anything.

Carcaago, Jan. 14th, 1867. 
To THE PUBLISHER OF THE INDEPENDENT: 
I wave at last found your editor-in-chief.

Mr. Parsons, no doubt, 
speaks the real sentiment of the great ma- 
jority of the Republicans of that state. 


Hion. Lyman Trumbull has been 
re-elected to the U. 8. Senate, by the legisla- 
ture of Illinois, for the term of six years from 
the 4th of March next. He has served in that 
body nearly 12 years ; and, though at times he 
has been a little too much inclined to con- 
servatism to suit his Radical constituents, his 
later course has been so satisfactory that we 
think they have done well to keep him in his 
place for another term. His agency in the 
passage of the Freedmen’s Bureau and Civil 
Rights bills, and his earnest support of the 
District Suffrage bill, and of other radical 
measures, affords evidence of a purpose on his 
part to keep step with the Radical sentiment 
of the country.

W. 8. Carpenter said one of his neighbors 
sows seed on’his poor land, and after it ts 
grown he covers it up with the plow. All 
of Mr. Carpenter’s suggestions were em- 
braced in the idea of allowing the clover to 
attain a large size, and then plow it 
under. 

Dr. Stevens said the plants that vegetate 
in the lowest temperature are Canada this- 
tles, horse-tail, and red clover. These are all 
excellent plants for purposes of fertilization. 
The great advantage of clover is, it is not 
so much of a weed as Canada thistles and 
horse-tail. The seed should be sowed early 
in the spring, and the tops plowed under 
the next season. The main efficacy is in 
the roots. 

Mr. Pardee said in Central New York he 
had known farmers to purchase a farm at 
$30 per acre, and pay for their entire farms 
in the production of seed for supplying the 
markets. He said the manner of determin- 
ing which kind of seed would produce the 
large kind was by asking the farmers when 
they mowed the first crop. He said the big 
clover must never be cut if a crop of seed 
would be raised. The first crop of the small 
kind must be mowed the last of June or the 
fore part of July. 

Mr. Carpenter suggested that, whatever is 
done with red clover, the first year’s growth 
is the best and heaviest for purposes of fer- 
tilizing the soil. 

Dr. Snodgrass said he had heard it stated 
that guano was of no value as a fertilizer. 
In Virginia they were employing guano to 
make red cloyer grow. A dressing of guano 
gives the young clover a good start. 

Mr. Crane said in 1837, when hay was 
very high, his father concluded not to sow 
clover with his timothy seed. But he learned 
it was a great mistake. In one part of his 
meadow, where he had sown clover and 
timothy together, there was three times as 
much hay as where there was no clover. 

H. B. Smith said three years ago he raised 
a crop of heavy clover, and removed it. 
This he thought was a great error. He 
should have plowed it under, in order to 
have received the greatest amount of bene- 
fit as a fertilizer. 

Dr. Hexamer said the great advantage of 
the clover crop is, it will benefit the ground. 
The leaves take more fertilizing matter from 
the air than most other plants. Therefore a 
crop of clover will accumulate more ma- 
terial than there was in a field before a crop 
of clover was produced. 

Dr. Stevens said that red clover had two 
ways of propagating. One is by the seed, 
and the other is by off-sets.

Financialand Commercial. 


CURRENCY QUESTIONS. 


Tue fatal error of Secretary McCulloch’s 
report, which has misled so many members 
of Congress, and some of our commercial 
cotemporaries, is the assumption that the 
legal-tender currency of the country may be 
destroyed, and the prices of labor reduced, 
without sensibly diminishing the amount of 
business, manufactaring, importing, and 
crop-raising, which has been carried on 
under the favoring influences of a sufficient 
circulating medium. He proposes to de 
prive our merchants and manufacturers of 
the most economical and most easily man- 
aged system of exchange that any mercan- 
tile community has ever enjoyed, and at 
the same time to draw from them the same 
amount of revenue which they readily paid 
with it. But the error will prove a fatal 
one if it should be persisted in. It would be 
as reasonable to destroy our system of rail- 
roads, and still expect the same amount of 
transportation to be carried on by the old 
methods of flat-boats and baggage-wagons. 
The country, however, is beginning to 
wake ‘up to ithe imminent perils which 
threaten us if the contraction policy of the 
Treasury Department shall be pursued. 
The currency question is one which im- 
mediately interests every person in 
the community who depends upon 
his industry for success in life. All 
other political questions are now second- 
ary to it; and, until it shall be 
settled by the adoption of a permanent 
policy, the party in the ascendency hold 
their trust by the slenderest tenure possible. 
It is the first time in our political history 
that a dominant,party has tried the danger- 
ous experiment of intrusting the manage- 
ment of its financial policy to the direction 
of an executive officer who is in all things 
its antagonist. 

The only gleam of hope we have yet from 
Congress is the prospect of the adoption of 
the Randall bill, which has for its object the 
substitution of legal-tender notes for the 
three hundred millions of National Bank 
bills, and the appropriation to the extin- 
guishment of the national debt of the inter- 
est, which would otherwise go the enrich- 
ment of ‘the individual stockholders of the 
banks, In every respect this would bea 
most beneficent measure, and the prospect 
of its adoption is a very cheering indication 
that Congress meangd to do something for 
the relief of our business interest. 

Trade is unusually dull at this time, be- 
cause the community are so uncertain as to 
the financial future. Nobody will buy 
goods, or venture to manzfacture, with the 
certainty of a falling market, caused by a 
constantly contracting currency. Let Con- 
gress but rescind the law authorizing the 
Secretary of the Treasury to destroy our 
lawful money at the rate of a million of 
dollars a week, and there would be an in- 
stant revival in every department of trade, 
which would augment the national revenues 
and give satisfaction to all sections of the 
country. 

It is an anomalous circumstance that, 
while business is nearly stagnant, and our 
bonded warehouses are filled to the utmost 
with foreign goods, importations still con- 
tinue very heavy. But the cause of this is 
very easily explained. The importers are 
acting under the belief that our tariff of 
duties is to be largely increased, and so they

There is small 
prospect of any increase in the tariff suffi-

Directors, please go to work digging out 
your gold, or resign in favor of those who 
are willing to give a little time to promote 
the interests of the stockholders. 

Fort Wayne stock has been going down 
steadily for some time, The receipts of this 
road have fallen off so largely the past year 
that the stockholders begin to fear a suspen- 
sion of dividends. There aré all sorts of 
rumors in the street in regard to this cor- 
poration, the most important of which is 
that the directors propose to sell a large 
amount of new stock and bonds, to give 
them the means to pay the next dividend, 
and also to. pay for the “new bridge and 
cancel a large amount of —s debt.” 
The prospect is rather gloomy for Fort 
Wayne. 

The opinion prevails generally that rail- 
road stocks, as:a whole, must go very much 
lower—some say from twenty-five to fifty 
per cent. before they touch bottom. There 
are very few who venture the opinion that 
any considerable advance can be expected 
under existing circumstances. The action 
of Congress, however, may change the 
whole aspect of affhirs any day. The bear 
party is very strong, and seems to be in- 
creasing in strength daily. 





MONEY MAREET. 


Tue market is steady at 7 per cent. for 
callloans. There is considerable anxiety 
evinced about the future course of the mar- 
ket, which induces caution and restriction 
in making loans. Oredit is much contract- 
ed, and will be more so. Gold is higher, 
and varies only between 185 and 137. For- 
eign exchange is in fair demand. Sterling 
60-day bills are 107} per cent. in gold. The 
stock market is only strong and steady for 
Governments; other stocks are very varia- 
ble. Some are for the moment largely 
oversold on time, so that an advance is ex- 
pected to be lost as soon asthe maturity 
contracts are supplied. There are several 
strong combinations, formed by speculative 
capitalists, who can measurably con- 
trol prices for a time, and speculators 
not of the cliques should look 
sharp. Under the present circumstance of 
the market, fluctuations are unavoidable; 
but, when not interfered with by speculat- 
ors, prices tend and are moving downward 
under the influence, right or wrong, of a 
steady though limited contraction of the

for stocks but for merchandize of all kinds, 
The importations have been one-third
